They 
were  dualists  in  philosophy, 
that  is,  they  believed  that  the 
world  Is  composed  of  two  ele¬ 
ments,  matter  and  non-matter, 
or  spirit.  They  believed  that 
man  is  a  creature  of  dual  na¬ 
ture,  consisting  of  matter  and 
spirit,  soul  and  body.  They  be¬ 
lieved  In  the  existence  of  angels 
good  and  had,  In  personal  im¬ 
mortality,  In  the  resurrection 
of  the  body,  and  eternal  life. 

Now,  I  am  not  trying  to  tell 
you  what  the  Pharisees  do  not 
believe,  I  am  telling  you  what 


Jerusalem  to  every  point  of  the 
compass. 

_ Of  course,  these  believers  hat-

In  others,  parti¬ 
cularly  city  communities,  six 
months  is  plenty  of  time  tor 
wait 

Your  church  friends,  if  they 
are  mature  Christians,  tivill  not 
sit  in  judgment  on  you  in  either 
case.  Deciding  on  such  matters 
as  yours  is  a  personal  problem. 
Yet,  strangely  enough,  the  com¬ 
munity  often  sets  itself  as  the 
final  authority. 

Since  thei*e  is  no  scripture  on 
the  question  involved,  you  must 
use  your  own  judgment  and 
seek  the  leadership  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  It  might  pay  also  to 
counsel  with  your  pastor  or 
some  good  Christian  friends  in 
your  community. 

Yours  is  a  v^y  common  prob¬ 
lem  and  one  you-,  should  be 
frank  about.  Your  real  friends 
will  not  treat  your  case  lightly.
